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An  account  of  the  Hiram  Halcomb  family  is  given  in  McPherson's  -The 
Holcombes,  Nation  Builders  (1947).  Shields  in  The  Descendants  of  William  and 
Sarah.  (Poe)  Herndon  (1956)  sets  out  the  lineage  of  Hiram  Halcomb’s  first  wife, 
but  gives  a  record  of  only  one  of  their  fifteen  children. 

Discrepancies  between  the  following  account  of  the  Halcomb  family  and  that 
of  McPherson  and  Shields  have  not  been  noted.

Considering  that  Hiram  Halcomb  lived  in  four  counties  in  three  states, 
married  three  times  and  had  sixteen  children,  lived  past  the  age  of  79  years 
and  was  a  man  of  some  means,  it  was  disappointing  not  to  find  more  records  of 
him.  Since  the  Simpson  County,  Ky.  courthouse  burned  in  1882,  one  can  only 
speculate  as  to  how  many  deeds  Hiram  Halcomb  was  a  party  to  there,  and  whether 
or  not  he  left  a  Will. 

When  this  record  was  begun  in  1958,  it  was  only  intended  to  correct  the 
names  of  the  parents  of  Hiram  Halcomb  and  his  year  of  birth,  and  to  supplement 
the  data  printed  in  McPherson  on  my  own  ancestors  (Hiram  Halcomb  and  his  first 
wife,  Isabella  West,  and  their  son,  Amos  Halcomb  who  married  Isabella  Catherine 
W.  Sivley).  Since  then,  however,  a  number  of  items  have  been  found  which  should 
be  helpful  to  a  genealogist  interested  in  this  generation  of  the  Halcomb  family. 

It  will  be  noted  that  three  of  Hiram  Halcomb's  children  married  children 
of  Joseph  Sivley  of  Christian  County,  Ky.  The  Sivley  records  were  compiled 
1957-59  with  Mrs.  H.  0.  Deacon  of  Pasadena,  Calif. 

No  effort  was  made  to  find  land  records,  except  for  Hiram  Halcomb  and  his 
children  who  married  the  Sivley* s.

After  "Notes  on  Hiram  H.  Halcomb  ..."  had  been  distributed,  the  Will  of 

Hiram  Halcomb,  copied  below,  was  sent  to  me  by  Mrs.  Frank  Shoup'of  Ripley, 

Okla.,  granddaughter  of  Isabella  (Halcomb)  McCormick.  The  copy  of  this  Will, 

made  for  Mrs.  McCormick,  was  found  among  her  family  papers. 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I  Hiram  Halcomb  of  the  Town  of  Franklin 
Simpson  County  State  of  Kentucky,  being  of  sound  mind  &  memory  and 
considering  the  uncertainty  of  this  frail  and  transitory  life  do 
therefore  make,  ordain,  publish  and  declare  this  to  be  my  last  will 
and  testament. 

That  is  to  say  first;  after  all  my  lawful  debts  are  paid  off  and  dis¬ 
charged,  the  residue  of  my  estate  real  and  personal  I  give  bequeath

William  M«  Halcomb,  one  of  the  best  residents  of  Liberty,  died  at  his 
home  in  this  city  last  Saturday  morning.  Death  was  due  to  old  age 
and  effects  of  a  fall  he  received  several  months  ago.  He  was  born  in 
Logan  County,  Kentucky,  April  22,  1822.  In  1856  he  came  to  Cass 
County,  Missouri  and  in  1874  to  Liberty,  which  remained  his  home  with 
the  exception  of  four  years  spent  in  Texas.  For  many  years  he  drove 
the  oil  wagon  here.  He  was  married  in  Kentucky,  1846,  to  Miss  Francina 
Sivley,  who  died  in  Liberty  in  1905.

Obituary  of  Mrs.  Sivley 

Sophie  Emily  Sivley  was  the  daughter  of  Absalom  and  Dolly  Bostick  and 
was  born  in  Stokes  County,  North  Carolina,  Aug.  1,  1827.  She  was  one 
of  a  family  of  eight  children,  four  boys  and  four  girls.  The  entire 
family  moved  to  Christian  County,  Kentucky  May  1846.  The  father  died 
in  1855,  the  mother  in  1865. 

She  was  married  to  Eli  H.  Sivley  July  11,  1850.  There  were  born  unto 
them  four  daughters  and  one  son,  all  of  whom  are  living. 

Sister  Sivley  was  converted  at  Hebron  in  Aug.  1874,  being  led  to  the 
altar  of  prayer  by  her  only  son.

Raised  by  a  pious  mother  she  was  a  firm  believer  in  the  Christian 
religion,  and  taught  her  children  to  read  the  Bible,  attend  church  and 
Sunday  school,  although  not  a  Christian  herself  until  she  was  47  years 
of  age.

Walter  B.  McCormick  was  a  physician  and  farmer.

The  McCormick  family  lived  in  Tcdd  County,  Ky.  before  settling  in  Cherokee 
County,  Kans.  in  1867. 

In  May  1867,  Dr.  McCormick  and  his  family  left  Kentucky,  and  after 
six  weeks  of ’traveling,  stopped  near  Galena,  Kansas.  A  desirable 
location  was  sought  on  which  to  settle,  and  on  July  28rh  they 
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permanently  located  on  the  farm  which  the  subject  of  this  sketch 
/John  Samuel  McCormick  of  Ross  Township,  Cherokee  County,  Kans.j/ 
now  occupies.  The  family  secured  240  acres  of  wild  land,  but  few 
other  pioneers  having  yet  located  there.  Dr.  McCormick  had  brought 
with  him  four  yoke  of  oxen,  two  wagons,  17  cows  and  two  Kentucky 
blooded  mares.  The  family  and  stock  needed  immediate  shelter,  and 
as  expeditiously  as  possible  a  house  was  built,  the  materials  for 
which  had  to  be  brought  by  ox  teams  from  Kansas  City.  This  house 
was  known  far  and  wide  as  the  "White  House"  as  it  was  the  first  house 
to  be  painted  white  in  the  county,  and  probably  one  of  the  first  which 
was  painted  at  all.  It  became  a  landmark,  arid  its  hospitality  was 
enjoyed  by  many  a  traveler  of  that  day.  During  the  first  year,  about 
five  acres  of  ground  were  broken,  for  the  year  was  well  advanced 
before  they  could  begin  work,  and  in  the  following  spring  a  crop  of 
oats  was  put  in.  In  1863,  40  acres  were  broken,  which  were  devoted 
to  wheat  and  sod  corn,  the  former  being  sold  for  $2,  and  the  latter 
for  $1  a  bushel.  Their  cattle  multiplied  and  the  family  grew  pros¬ 
perous.  Dr.  McCormick  continued  to  practice  his  profession,  and  was 
known  and  esteemed  all  over  the  county.  In  politics  he  was  a  Re¬ 
publican.  In  religious  belief  he  was  a  Presbyterian,  and  an  upright 
Christian  man. 

Biographical  Sketch: 


Cherokee  County  -  Ross  Township 

WALTER  B.  McCORf.UCK,  farmer,  P.  0.  Columbus,  Section  29,  was  born  in 
Kentucky  in  1816.  He  received  a  practical  and  medical  education  and 
began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Kentucky  at  the  age  of  twenty-two 
years,  continuing  to  practice  in  that  State  until  1867,  at  the  same 
time  carrying  on  a  farm.  He  came  to  Kansas  in  1867,  and  located  on 
his  present  farm  which  he  opened  and  improved.  He  has  210  acres  and 
raises  stock,  grain  and  all  kinds  of  fruit.  He  is  a  member  and  Ruling 
Elder  in  Cumberland  Church,  and  was  married  in  1842  to  Miss  Patsey  N. 
Coleman  of  Kentucky,  who  died  in  1855,  leaving  five  children — 

Theodore  A.,  Christian  J.,  Roscoe  (deceased),  Nancy  M.  (deceased), 
and  Rebecca  Ann.  In  1856,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Isabel  Holcomb,  of 
Kentucky.  They  have  six  children — John  S.,  Walter  A.,  Ester  F., 

Mary  E.,  Lucy  Emma  (deceased),  and  Martha  J.  (deceased).

Died,  at  his  residence  in  Ross  township,  this  county,  on  Wednesday, 
the  12th,  at  7  o'clock  p.m.  in  the  70tn  year  of  his  age,  Dr.  W.  B. 
McCormick,  after  a  brief  illness  of  one  week. 

June  30th,  1867,  Dr.  McCormick  with  his  family  landed  in  Cherokee  county 
and  went  into  camp  on  Spring  river.  July  17,  1867,  he  located  a  piece 
of  land  on  Cherry  creek,  in  Ross  township,  where  he  opened  up  a  good 
farm,  upon  which  he  resided  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

Deceased  was  a  native  of  Kentucky,  and  possessed  many  of  the  eccen¬ 
tricities  peculiar  to  a  genuine  Kentuckian.  Impulsive,  though  warm¬ 
hearted  and  generous  to  a  fault.  Intelligent,  social  and  genial  he

Warren  Halcomb's  Death 

We  heard  but  lately  of  the  death  of  Warren  Halcomb.  His  death  occurred 
week  before  last.  He  was  an  old  man,  78  years  old.  He  was  a  real  man. 

For  years  we  had  known  him.  "Squire"  Halcomb,  we  called  him,  as  did 
many.  He  had  long  been  in  the  county  prominent  in  county  affairs,  in 
the  religious  life  of  the  county,  particularly  beloved  by  the  people 
of  Eagle  township  where  he  lived  so  long.  In  former  years  he  came 
often  to  Anthony.  He  knew  all  the  older  ones  and  loved  to  visit  with 
them.  In  latter  years  he  came  but  seldom.  And  when  he  came  he  seemed 
to  miss  some  people  and  some  faces. 

He  was  one  of  those  men  to  whom  a  certain  dignity  belongs.  One  would 
only  look  upon  him  to  know  that  he  was  honest,  kind,  charitable, 
sincere.  A  member  of  the  Baptist  denomination  he  was  deeply  religious 
and  a  faithful,  working  Christian.  In  politics  he  was  a  democrat  but 
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he  had  no  quarrel  with  those  who  differed  with  him  in  politics.  He 
was  a  man  to  counsel  with,  and  he  gave  good  advice  freely.  His  home 
was  a  hospitable  home  and  many  came  and  went  from  it  and  shared  in  its 
simple  and  yet  hearty  cheer. 

He  was  a  Kentucky  gentleman.  He  had  that  courtesy  and  poise  so  often 
found  in  the  men  of  the  state  of  Kentucky.  He  .loved  his  native  state 
but  he  loved  Kansas  too. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  learned  of  his  death.  It  marks  the 
passing  of  a  pioneer,  a  man  worth  having  known,  a  man  worth  while. 

For  him,  and  such  as  he  was,  there  must  be  great  reward.

Obituary 

Warren  Holcomb,  a  pioneer  of  Harper  county,  Kansas,  passed  peacefully 
away  at  his  home  near  Ferguson,  Kansas,  at  2  a.n.,  Friday,  December  27, 
1912. 

He  was  a  man  of  strong  constitution  and  had  enjoyed  good  health  until 
the  last  summer  when  the  intense  heat  seemed  to  tax  his  strength 
beyond  its  endurance  and  he  gave  way,  gradually  failing  in  health 
until  death  came  to  release  a  worn  and  weary  body. 

He  was  a  man  of  rare  qualities,  congenial,  lovable,  upright  in  all 
his  transactions.  He  met  everybody,  man,  woman  or  little  child  with 

a  hearty  grip,  a  friendly  smile,  a  cheering  word  that  made  you  feel 

you  had  met  a  friend. 

He  was  always  ready  with  the  material  things  to  help  those  in  need, 
and  was  ever  ready  and  anxious  to  help  men  in  their  spiritual  needs. 

With  such  a  broad  acquaintance  how  impossible  to  estimate  the  value 
of  such  a  character  to  a  community.  He  will  live  in  the  lives  of 
many  for  years  to  come.  Nay,  who  can  say  that  his  influence  will 
ever  die. 

He  came  to  Harper  county  in  the  year  1885  and  since  that  time  has 
remained  on  his  old  homestead,  battling  against  hardships  and  adverse 
seasons  oftimes,  and  in  turn  has  enjoyed  the  more  prosperous  times. 

But  along  with  the  material  things  he  never  failed  to  make  room  for 
the  spiritual  and  labored  unceasingly  for  the  propagation  of  his 
Master's  cause  to  which  he  had  aligned  himself  in  young  manhood. 

His  one  hope  and  prayer  had  been  for  many  years  that  the  Lord  would 
spare  him  to  see  a  church  house  built  on  the  corner  of  his  farm  and 
dedicated  to  the  Lord,  which  has  been  done  through  his  untiring 
efforts  and  prayers. 

As  I  think  of  this  noble  man  of  God  I  am  reminded  of  Simeon  of  whom 
we  read  in  Luke  2:29.  He  had  seen  the  desire  of  his  heart  and  was 
ready  to  depart  in  peace. 


He  was  born  in  Simpson  county,  Ky.,  Sept.  7th,  1835,  died  at  his  home 
near  Ferguson,  Kansas,  December  27th,  1912,  aged  77  years,  3  months 
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and  20  days.  He  was  married  September  22,  1859,  to  Nannie  Cushionbeny 
To  this  union  were  born  eight  children,  five  boys  and  three  girls,  six 
of  whom  are  still  living  and  were  all  present  at  his  burial. 

The  writer  spoke  the  last  words  from  the  scripture  found  in  Rev.  14:12, 
to  a  large  assembly  of  friends  and  relatives  Sunday,  December  29,  at 
the  Baptist  church  of  Ferguson.  Interment  was  made  at  the  new  cemetery 
adjoining  the  church  ground.
